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No honeymoon period for 
the newly-elected Vale MP 
as resignation row ignites 


THE ‘honeymoon 
period’ that any 
new MP can expect, 
came to a sudden 
end last week for 
Vale MP Alun 
Cairns - with his 
defeated electoral 
opponents accusing 
him of “breaking a 
campaign pledge”. 

The cause of the out¬ 
rage was the announce¬ 
ment that Mr Cairns 
would continue as the 
AM for South Wales 
West until next year’s 
Assembly elections - 
although he has tried to 
deflect criticism by say¬ 
ing that he will not draw 
an AM’s salary. 

The issue has been 
simmering since before 
the election, when Mr 
Cairns said that, if elect¬ 
ed, he would stand down 
as an AM. 

He did, indeed, offer 


his resignation to the 
Conservative party with¬ 
in hours of being elected 
as an MP. 

However, the 

Conservative next in 
line to replace Mr Cairns 
in the Assembly is Coun 
Chris Smart, of 
Porthcawl - and it would 
appear that Coun Smart 
no longer enjoys the 
confidence of local 
Conservative party man¬ 
agers. 

A larger than life fig¬ 
ure, with trenchant ‘tra¬ 
ditional Tory’ views, he 
apparently does not sit 
well with Mr Cameron’s 
new-style Conservative 
party. 

There has been no 
shortage of speculation 
that the ‘men in suits’ 
would be paying Coun 
Smart a visit, asking him 
to stand down. 

However, Coun 
Smart told The GEM 
that he had not been

asked to step aside. He 
said that until last 
Eriday, he had expected 
to replace Alun Cairns as 
the AM for South Wales 
West. 

Instead, the local 
Conservative party 
asked Alun Cairns to 
stay on until the 
Assembly elections next 
May, leaving Coun 
Smart out in the cold. 

The decision has 
found few supporters. 

Alun Cairns is clearly 
unhappy with the situa¬ 
tion, and a senior Vale 
Conservative, Coun Jeff 
James said: “This was a 
difficult decision for the 
party, and we appreciate 
Alun’s reluctance, but 
we are committed to do 
everything possible to 
support him between 


now and next March.” 

An angry Coun Smart 
told The GEM that he 
was particularly upset to 
be told the news by the 
BBC, not his own party. 

He said: “This deci¬ 
sion is a kick in the teeth 
for the 30,000 people 
who voted Conservative 
in South Wales West in 
the last Assembly elec¬ 
tions. There is no way 
they will have effective 
representation.” 

He continued: “All 
along, it was known that 
Alun Cairns should have 
offered his resignation to 


the Presiding Officer, 
rather than to the 
Conservative manage¬ 
ment board, 

“I don’t often agree 
with Madeleine Moon, 
but her description of the 
whole affair as a “stitch- 
up” is quite accurate.” 

Ian Johnson, who 
stood for Plaid Cymru in 
the Vale, said: “In hus¬ 
tings during the election 
campaign, Alun Cairns 
gave clear indications 
that he would not try to 
do both jobs.

More powers for 
the Assembly? 

A llegedly the real reason that 
the Welsh Assembly desires more 
powers to govern Wales is to gov¬ 
ern Wales the way its people want to be 
governed. I have no argument with that, 
providing that the Assembly does not 
increase its current figure of 60 Assembly 
Members. 

The population of the United Kingdom is 
approximately 62 million. There are currently 651 
MPs indicating one Member representing an aver¬ 
age of 95,240 people. 

The new Prime Minister David Cameron has 
stated that Parliament has too many MPs and his 
Government will reduce the number of members to 
as many as 500. That will mean one Member of 
Parliament representing 124,000 people. 

On the other hand, the population of Wales is 
three million. Any calculator will show that one 
AM represents 50,000 people. If one AM repre¬ 
sented 95,240 people, there would only be 32 mem¬ 
bers, and if they represented 124,000 people, AMs 
would total only 24. 

Every AM receives a salary of approximately 
£54,000, which is 18 per cent less than their coun¬ 
terparts in Westminster, who receive approximately 
£65,000. 

The Welsh Assembly want more powers to gov¬ 
ern Wales, and while I would not object to them 
having the extra powers, they should only have 
them on the understanding that there will not be an 
increase in the number of AMs and the Welsh 
Members of Parliament should be reduced by the 
figure of six.

BONVILSTON’S

“It’s a really flowing 
and exciting circuit,’ said

“I was doing an anti¬ 
rain dance!” he quipped. 
“I was so happy when I 
woke up on Sunday and 
it was dry. In heat two, I 
got an amazing start up to 
fifth, and then I just 


worked my way through 
into the lead and hung 
onto it to the end. I was 
really pleased with that, 
because Nutts isn’t a 
track where you can 
overtake easily. 

“I began the first final 
11th, and made up nine 
places at the start to 
move into second, and 
then I pushed the leader 
all the way to make it a 
two-horse race rather 
than have eight or nine of 
us all battling over it. 
Midway through, his kart 
began to grip-up and I 
got past and was able to 
pull out a gap. 

“The second final was 
a bit more of a dogfight.

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Vale health services 
are under review 

But most hospital patients will 
still be treated in Bridgend 


A REVIEW of community- 
based health services in the 
western Vale is currently 
under way. 

Abertawe Bro Morgannwg and 
the Cardiff and Vale health boards 
are jointly reviewing services to 
see which way to go in the future, 
and are consulting with various 
“stakeholder groups”. 

Services are provided by both 
boards with responsibility for 
them shared. The options being 
considered include making one of 
the boards responsible for these 
services in future. 

Services under review cover 
everything, apart from those for 
people with a learning disability 
and their carers, which will con¬ 
tinue to be provided by ABM. 

Services being reviewed 
include community nursing, 
health visiting, midwifery, mental 
health services, community based 
therapy, specialist nurse clinics 
and paediatrics. 

Any changes will not affect 
how people receive hospital- 
based treatment. The majority of 
hospital services for people in the 
western Vale will continue to be 
provided at Princess of Wales 
Hospital in Bridgend and mental 
health services will be at 
Glanrhyd Hospital, also in 
Bridgend. 

The western Vale has been 
defined as including the council 
wards for Cowbridge, Llantwit 
Major, Llandow, Ewenny, St 
Bride’s and Peterston Super Ely. 

Both boards provide services 
to the western Vale at the moment

and the consultation document 
says that while there will always 
be a need to work across bound¬ 
aries, the position in the western 
Vale is an issue, given its size, the 
complexities in provision and a 
lack of clarity about the responsi¬ 
bilities for providing core com¬ 
munity services. 

It has been agreed by all major 
stakeholders, including the Vale 
Council, that the recent NHS re¬ 
organisation, which created the 
two new health boards last 
October, was an opportunity to 
agree a way forward. 

The document comes up with 
four options. The first is to do 
nothing and retain the status quo. 

The second is to do very little 
and just clarify roles and respon¬ 
sibilities. 

The third option is to nominate 
a single provider to improve inte¬ 
gration between community and 
hospital based services. This 
would mean that all community 
services would be provided by 
ABM. 

The fourth option is to nomi¬ 
nate a single provider which 
would bring all of the Vale under 
one umbrella, in line with the 
council’s boundaries. This would 
mean that the Cardiff and the Vale 
Board would take over all com¬ 
munity services. 

An in-depth analysis of the 
options has ruled out the first 
option of doing nothing at all as 
not being viable. 


The second option of doing the 
minimum also has disadvantages, 
including problems in community 
nursing because both boards use 
different documentation, syringe 
drivers and equipment suppliers. 

The two health visiting servic¬ 
es also work in different ways and 
midwifery cannot provide conti¬ 
nuity of care unless women go to 
Llandough or the University 
Hospital of Wales to give birth. 

The third option of allowing 
ABM to provide all the service 
also has disadvantages, including 
the risk of “inequalities in serv¬ 
ice” across the Vale and the fear 
that issues in the Vale would be a 
minor component of the activity 
of ABM, which covers an area 
stretching across to Neath, 
Swansea and Gower. 

The fourth option, allowing the 
Cardiff and Vale Board to take 
over, also carries similar disad¬ 
vantages, including one that resi¬ 
dents of the western Vale who are 
registered with Bridgend GP 
practices could be disadvantaged. 

The consultation document 
points out that many residents in 
Ogmore-by-Sea and 

Southemdown are registered with 
practices in Bridgend, while those 
living in Peterston Super Ely 
often register with a GP in the 
Rhondda Cynon Taff area. 

Once discussions have taken 
place with staff, and the views of 
other stakeholders have been col¬ 
lated, the two boards will work 
together to thrash out a preferred 
way forward which will “address 
clinical governance issues and is 
acceptable to key stakeholders”.

An earthquake struck 
Haiti on January 12, 
leaving one million peo¬ 
ple homeless. Estimates 
of the death toll vary 
between 92,000 and 
230,000. 

When the scale of suf¬ 
fering was on the news, 
there were a number of 
events held in the Vale to 
raise funds for charities 
helping in the relief 
effort.

“Recently, we have 
been encouraging people 


to sponsor children in 
Haiti - the poorest coun¬ 
try in the western hemi¬ 
sphere - for £21 a month. 

“Eor this sum, the 
child gets a nutritious 
meal every day, plus 
snacks, clothing, health¬ 
care and education. 

“City Soleil - Sun 
City - is a shanty town of 
300,000 people in Port au 
Prince. The poverty there 
is so grim that these 
faith-filled people live 
without running water, 
electricity or sewerage 
disposal. 

“The ingredients of 
cakes made at the side of 
the road are flour and 
mud.” 

Mr Knight emphasised 
that in sponsoring a child 
there is a wider benefit.

“For him to go back 
on his word once elected 
is in very bad faith.

The defeated Labour 
candidate, Alana Davies, 
who coincidentally sits 
on the same town coun¬ 
cil (Porthcawl) as Coun 
Smart, shared Ian 
Johnson’s memory of the 
hustings. 

She said: “Alun 
Cairns was quite 
adamant about standing 
down as an AM if he was 
elected.

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Although Southerndown 
misses out on Blue Flag, 
Welsh beaches improve

THE Vale Council has 
explained the reasons 
behind Southerndown beach 
failing to get the prestigious 
Blue Flag accreditation this 
year. 

The issue was raised by the 
Plaid Cymru parliamentary can¬ 
didate for the general election, 
Dr Ian Johnson, who said that 
while locations in the east of the 
Vale had received the ‘flag’ 
award, he was concerned by 
those in the west that had not. 

Dr Johnson said: “The Blue 
Flag award at Barry Island’s 
Whitmore Bay is highly 
deserved and this prestigious 
award shows the cleanliness and 
importance of the beach to our 
local tourism industry and to the 
people of Barry. 

“However, although the Vale 
Council should be proud of its 
success in both Whitmore Bay 
and Penarth Marina being 
awarded Blue Rag status this 
year, I am concerned that other 
beaches in the Vale haven’t 
qualified. 

“Between 2004 and 2006, 
Dunraven Bay at Southerndown 
qualified as a Blue Flag Beach, 
but has not done so since.” 

Dr Johnson posed the ques¬ 
tion: “What have the Vale 
Council been doing, or not been 
doing, to ensure that other 
beaches along the Glamorgan 
Heritage Coast get the highest 
possible commendations for 
their cleanliness and facilities? 

“The western Vale mustn’t be 
left out when it comes to invest¬ 
ment of time and energy by the 
council, any more than Barry, 
Dinas Powys and Wenvoe 
should be ignored by them.” 

Clifford Parish, operational 
manager for waste management 


and cleansing at the Vale 
Council, explained that there 
were factors outside the coun¬ 
cil’s control which had led to 
Southerndown missing out. 

“Beaches and marinas that 
are put forward for Blue Flag 
accreditation are judged against 
30 criteria which include meet¬ 
ing the highest water quality 
mark, strict litter management, 
dog control, visitor safety and 
sustainable environmental 
ethics. 

“Unfortunately 
Southerndown beach, which is 
privately owned, failed the 
water quality standards some 
time ago. There were also some 
issues with the local infrastruc¬ 
ture that precluded it from con¬ 
tinuing to achieve Blue Flag 


accreditation. It should be noted 
that the Vale Council does not 
control this privately-owned 
infrastructure or the water qual¬ 
ity, though we were responsible 
for submitting the successful 
Blue Flag applications in part¬ 
nership with the landowner. 

“Accepting these ongoing 
concerns with Southerndown, 
council officers and the 
landowner’s representatives 
were keen to continue to 
demonstrate the importance of 
this beach to visitors and the 
overall good quality of the area 
and its facilities. 

“This season, officers have 
successfully applied for a 
‘Seaside Award’ for 
Southerndown and the attain¬ 
ment of this award is shortly to 


be announced by Keep Wales 
Tidy. Seaside Awards have also 
been attained for Jackson’s Bay 
and Whitmore Bay in Barry 
(Whitmore Bay also having 
retained its Blue Flag status). 

“Applications for Green 
Coast Awards were sent in for 
Ogmore and Llantwit Major 
beaches, though unfortunately 
both these beaches failed to 
achieve the guideline water 
quality last year and our appli¬ 
cations were therefore unsuc¬ 
cessful. 

“The largest obstacle to the 
attainment of Blue Flag and 
Green Coast Status is water 
quality, a factor over which the 
council regrettably has no con¬ 
trol.” 

The Marine Conservation 
Society (MSC), which monitors 
the quality of beaches across the 
UK, says that in general water 
quality at Welsh beaches is 
improving. 

An MSC spokesman said: 
“Welsh beaches can suffer from 
storm pollution run-off from 
farmland which carries material 
like fertilizer and animal waste 
into the sea. 

“There is also a high number 
of combined sewer overflows, 
intermittently discharging raw 
sewerage to the coasts of north 
and south Wales which needs to 
be upgraded if the water quality 
is to improve further. 

“MSC is fully supportive of 
Welsh Water’s environmental 
investment programme and 
expects that plans by the Welsh 
Assembly Government, the 
Environment Agency and the 
‘Green Sea Initiative’ will lead 
to future improvements in 
bathing water quality.”

"More local foster 
carers are needed’ 

THERE is a shortage of 750 foster carers 
in Wales, at a time when more children 
need foster homes. 

This means children too often face moving a 
long way from their family and friends and many 
cannot live with their brothers or sisters. 

More local foster carers are needed for local chil¬ 
dren and during this year’s Foster Care Fortnight 
(17-30 May) we are calling for more people with 
the right sldlls and qualities to come forward. 

I feel proud to have been able to make a differ¬ 
ence to the lives of so many children and I would 
urge your readers to consider doing the same.

Times’ focuses on priorities 


B etter out¬ 
comes for 
tougher times 
was the title of the 
Welsh Assembly 
Government statement 
last December, giving a 
clear message about 
the tough financial 
times that we knew we 
were facing. 

It also signalled our deter¬ 
mination to safeguard and 
continue to improve public 
services, as well as support 
business, as we come out of 
the recession. 

Over the last decade, we 
have kept a focus on 
improving our public servic¬ 
es and delivering the most 
efficient services. 

We held our last econom¬ 
ic summit in May with busi¬ 
ness leaders and representa¬ 
tives from the construction 
industry speaking about the 
importance of the Assembly 
Government’s investment in 
house building during the 
recession. 

We made the decision, 
backed by the Labour UK 
Government, to bring for¬ 
ward our capital spending 
programmes from 2010 into 
2009, for school, hospital 
and house building. 

That was welcomed by 
the private sector. We are 
also removing barriers to 
procuring business in the 


public sector, making it sim¬ 
pler so that Welsh business¬ 
es can benefit from public 
sector contracts in many 
areas such as ICT, as well as 
construction. 

At a recent conference on 
housing finance, I reported 
on progress we have made 
in delivering the ‘One 
Wales’ commitment to 
building 6,500 additional 
homes over the four-year 
lifetime of this Assembly 
(our fixed term elections 
will be held next May). 

There has been substan¬ 
tial investment by the Welsh 
Assembly Government in 
the social housing grant, 
resulting in 4,235 homes 
being built helping to coun¬ 
teract the recession. 

I know how important 
this is for the many people 
who attend my surgeries 
who have housing needs. In 
fact, housing and homeless¬ 
ness form the largest part of 
my surgery caseload by far, 
followed by social services 
and educational needs. All 
the responsibility of the Vale 
Council. 

The Assembly is putting 
the money in to help address 
these needs, including the 
‘mortgage rescue scheme’ 
which we have enhanced in 
the past few months since I 
became Finance Minister. 
We also work closely with 
Shelter, the campaigning 
housing charity which is

funded by the Assembly 
Government, as is the 
Housing Debt Helpline. 

This helpline offers 
advice to people facing 
repossessions or eviction, 
and has received a £58,000 
funding boost from the 
Welsh Assembly recently to 
help provide free telephone 
advice and counselling to 
anyone at risk of losing their 
homes. Since its launch in 
2009, the service has helped 
61 per cent of their callers to 
keep their homes.

The positive impact we 
can have in the social hous¬ 
ing sector is not just for the 
families that are rehoused in 


good quality housing. We 
have also introduced condi¬ 
tions in our contracts to 
include recruitment for jobs 
and training. We have adopt¬ 
ed a ‘Can Do’ toolkit, which 
has resulted in nearly 500 
new employment and train¬ 
ing opportunities being cre¬ 
ated in the housing sector. 

The opportunities we 
have in the Welsh Assembly 
Government to help create 
new jobs are all fragile, with 
the new UK Government 
cuts budget - including the 
end to the Future Jobs Fund 
which has helped young 
people into employment 
here in the Vale and across 
Wales. 

In Wales, we are deter¬ 
mined to put schools, skills 
and health at the forefront of 
our budget priorities. The 
economy needs a s ki lled 
workforce and our young 
people need skills and work 
based training. 

That was very clear to me 
when I attended the Barry 
College hospitality evening 
for the Pathways to 
Apprenticeships students 
who benefit from work- 
based training in local hotels 
and restaurants. 

They cooked and served a 
fantastic four-course meal in 
their Glamorgan Suite for 
the employers who have 
taken them on, to give them 
‘work-based experience’ 
alongside their Barry 


College studies. 

This is replicated across 
Vale businesses in other sec¬ 
tors from BAMC to 
Aberthaw. 

Young people will lose 
out from the economic 
downturn, unless we give 
them the opportunities, the 
skills, the training and the 
funding. 

In a statement to the 
Assembly last week, I said 
the Welsh Assembly 
Government accepted the 
need to reduce the deficit, 
but if we cut public expendi¬ 
ture too early, we risk jeop¬ 
ardising the economic 
recovery. 

This means that we risk 
harming those public servic¬ 
es like housing and appren¬ 
ticeships which are vital for 
the private as well as public 
sector - but most of all, vital 
for the educational opportu¬ 
nities, health and well-being 
of our young people, their 
families and communities. 

I also made it clear that 1 
am driving the ‘efficiency 
and innovation’programme 
in Wales, to make sure that 
we have smarter procure¬ 
ment, streamline support 
functions and catalyse inno¬ 
vation in the way we deliver 
our services in partnership 
with local government, the 
NHS, business, the voluntary 
sector and the Wales TUC.

LAST Monday saw 
three presentations 
and an excellent 
speaker at 
Cowbridge Rotary

Geoff Hughes, who 
worked for 27 years in 
the Prison Service, gave 
a witty and very inter¬ 
esting talk on the opera¬ 
tion of the service and 
his experiences, particu¬ 
larly as a prison gover¬ 
nor. 

The guests had many 
questions for the speak¬ 
er, reflecting the high 
level of interest in 
Geoff’s talk. 

He plans to raise 
£10,000 for Velindre 
Cancer Care with a 
walk up Mount 
Kilimanjaro. 

President Colin 
Jones, presented a 
cheque for £100 
towards his project and 
also presented a cheque 
for £300 to Jayne Evans 
of ‘Action Duchenne’. 

The sum of £280 was 
raised by the Cowbridge 
Interact Club, formed a 
year ago in the 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive Sixth 
Form. The money was 
raised from a sponsored 
walk up Pen-y-fan in 
the Brecon Beacons. 
Three members of the 
Interact Club attended 
the meeting; two joint- 
presidents and the sec¬ 
retary. 

Jayne Evans is an 
aunt of Saul, the local 
boy, whose case cap¬ 
tured the hearts of GEM 
readers and led to the 
founding of ‘Action 
Duchenne’. 

Duchenne Muscular 
Dystrophy is a shocking 
condition which devas¬ 
tates families across the 
world in their thou¬ 
sands. Most families 
affected have never 
even heard of the condi¬ 
tion, until they are fac¬ 
ing a doctor telling 
them that their seeming¬ 
ly perfect child has 
Duchenne. 

Usually, children are 
around the age of five 
when they are diag¬ 
nosed, although here in 
Wales, newborn screen¬ 
ing can pick up the con¬ 
dition when a baby is 
just weeks old. The 
shock and heartbreak 
the diagnosis brings is 
almost beyond descrip¬ 
tion. 

Imagine for just a 
minute being told that 
your own son, baby 
brother, nephew or 
grandchild may appear 
well, but will actually 
lose the ability to walk 
and that he will need a

wheelchair before he is 
10 years old. 

There is currently no 
treatment, so with the 
diagnosis comes one 
certainty: 100 per cent 
fatality rate. Life 
expectancy for a child 
with Duchenne is just 
late teens early twenties. 
Duchenne remains the 
largest genetic child 
killing condition world¬ 
wide 

The charity Action 
Duchenne was set up in 
2001 by parents and 
supporters to change the 
course of this deadly 
condition, and finally 
we are seeing the work 
of the charity making 
some very real changes 
happen. 

It is the only UK 
charity focusing exclu¬ 
sively on Duchenne and 
its milder variant 
Beckers. We fund 
research projects and 
campaign for better 
standards of care for 
those affected. 

There are now two 
clinical trials ongoing 
here in the UK and sev¬ 


eral others worldwide, 
trying out new drugs 
which aim to at least 
slow down the rate of 
muscle wasting which 
Duchenne brings. 

There are other 
research projects in the 
pipeline. To date. Action 
Duchenne has funded 
nine such projects. It 
has just invested £1.2 
million to further one 
line of exciting research 


which we hope to see 
becoming a very real 
treatment as quickly as 
possible. 

President Colin pre¬ 
sented a certificate to 
Elspeth Bisson, presi¬ 
dent of the Interact 
Club, in recognition of 
the money raised in 
Eebruary for the Rotary 
world-wide ‘Purple 
Pinkie’ project to eradi¬ 
cate polio.

Don’t kid yourself 

Children learn everything they need to know about relationships from their parents. What 
does a house filled with tension and resentment teach them? Children don’t thank their 
parents for staying together ‘for them’. Two happy homes with fulfilled and committed 
parents are much better than one miserable one. 

...or them 

If it’s over, be honest. Tell them in an age appropriate way what is going to change and a 
little bit about why. Involving them, especially if you feel that you can both tell children about 
the changes together, will take away some of the fear and unsettling feelings. Make sure every¬ 
thing comes with lots and lots of reassurance about how much they are loved by both of you. 

Be flexible 

Try to keep as much of the old routine in place as possible but make sure that there are 
settled arrangements for children to be with both parents as soon as practical. Children are 
remarkably resilient and adapt to all sorts of changes so do not panic. 

If one parent isn’t turning up to contact sessions, birthday parties or swimming lessons, 
address it with them yourself or with a solicitor if you feel unable. It may be that it could be 
easily sorted with some flexibility on both parts. If it gets worse, don’t lie to children. Don’t 
be brutal but honesty is kinder than pretence in the long run. 

Don’t dish the dirt 

You might try your hardest not to argue in front of your children but you can guarantee that 
they will soak up every negative feeling like little sponges. Try to be civil and if you really can’t 
speak to each other use email or agree to use your solicitors to contact each other for a 
cooling off period. 

Remember Mum will always be Mum and Dad will always be Dad. Things get very compli¬ 
cated for children if they feel conflicted in loving one parent when the other says that he or 
she is a bad person. 

Accept you are going to be in each other’s lives as parents. Full stop. 

As soon as parents get their heads around this, everything becomes easier. You might not love 
each other and you might not agree on much but you both still love and want the best for 
your children. 

A good children law specialist ultimately will help parents realise that the best people to make 
decisions about children is their parents.

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Vale councillors’ 
allowances fall just 
short of £1 million 


THE total allowances paid to Vale 
councillors in the period from 
April 1, 2009, to March 31, 2010, 
show that the total paid out is 
£947,087. 

The table reproduced below details 
the payments made, and the columns 
show the basic allowance paid to coun¬ 
cillors, the payments made for ‘special 
responsibilies’ and any claims made for 
expenses incurred on council business. 

The figures show that all the council¬ 
lors have claimed the basic amount, 


£13,356, the sole exception being Coun 
Gwyn John of Llantwit Major, who 
declined to take this year’s annual 
increase. 

The biggest special responsibility 
payment goes, as usual, to the council 
leader, who receives £35,462, taking his 
total salary to £48, 818. Coun Kemp 
did not draw any expenses, and this 
was true of 26 other councillors. 

The second-biggest special responsi¬ 
bility payment went to Coun Hunter 
Jarvie, the deputy leader, who received 


£19,505, plus his basic allowance. 

The other cabinet members on the 
Vale Council, Couns Jeff James, Janice 
Charles, Paul Church, Geoff Cox, 
Anthony Ernest, Tony Hampton, 
Rhodri Traherne, and Dorothy Turner, 
all received £17,731, plus theur basic 
allowance. 

As far as expenses are concerned, 
two councillors claimed more than 
£1,000. They were Coun Anthony 
Ernest (£1,450) and Coun Audrey 
Preston (£1,308).

Council say to Best Kept Village competition 


THE Llantwit Major Town Council 
has declined to give any financial sup¬ 
port to the Vale of Glamorgan Best 
Kept Village competition. 

The council received a letter from the 
organisers seeking support as money is 
needed to award prizes to the winners. 

The letter points out that the competi¬ 
tion is relevant to towns as well as vil¬ 
lages, as schools enter the children’s com¬ 
petition. 

Last year, St Illtyd’s Primary School 
came fourth out of 12 entrants at primary 


school level and the organisers hope more 
Llantwit Major schools will enter this year. 

The Vale-wide competition is popular 
with schools because it fits in with the 
school curriculum and gives them an 
incentive to get planting! 

Its accounts show that it does get grants 
from towns in the Vale, including 
Cowbridge, which also has a representa¬ 
tive on the committee. 

Coun Eric Hacker said that the council 
had not donated for many years:‘T cannot 
blame the council, because we are a town 
and not a village, but we do have schools 


that enter the competition. It would be a 
good investment,” he insisted. 

He was unable to vote as he is involved 
with the organisation, but Coun Anita 
James moved that the council donate £50. 
This proposal was not seconded. 

Coun Russell Downe said that the town 
council already organised its own competi¬ 
tion for school gardens and giving money 
for the Vale Best Kept Village competition 
would double up on that. 

“We already spend our money on our 
own scheme,” he added.

At last! A new 
lease of life for 
the Pumphouse 


NEWS that one of 
Barry’s most famil¬ 
iar landmark build¬ 
ings will be renovat¬ 
ed at a cost of £lmil- 
lion has been wel¬ 
comed by local cam¬ 
paigners, but they 
are keen to know 
what it will house. 

The Vale Council has 
announced that the 
Pumphouse will be 
restored by John Weaver 
(Contractors) Ltd and 
will be overseen by con¬ 
servation architects 
Acanthus Holden 

Architects. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said: “It will 
undergo a £1 million 
external restoration to 
ensure the building is 
saved as an important 
part of Barry and Wales’ 
industrial heritage. The 
project is being funded 
by the Vale Council and 
Welsh Assembly 

Government.” 

Listed by CADW as 
one of the few hydraulic 
pumphouses remaining 
in Wales, the Pumphouse 
formed part of Barry’s 
dock complex and 
remains an important 
local landmark, with its 
imposing 42 metre chim¬ 
ney. 

Built during the 1880s 
it provided hydraulic 
power to operate coal 
drops, lock gates, swing 
bridges and other equip¬ 
ment around the docks. 

The building compris¬ 
es two parts, the north 
and south ranges. When 
operating a century ago 
the north range would 
have contained work¬ 
shops and hydraulic con¬ 
trols. 

The south range would 
have contained boilers 
and steam-powered

engines. Completion of 
the restoration works 
contract is scheduled for 
the Spring of 2011. In 
tandem with saving the 
historic property the 
council will be marketing 
the Pumphouse for a use 
that will benefit the area 
economically. 

Campaigners were 
quick to focus on the 
building’s final purpose. 

Paul Haley of Pride in 
Barry said: “The 

Pumphouse is an iconic 
building and needs to be 
the centrepiece of the 
Waterfront heritage, 
which needs to be able to 
tell the story of the for¬ 
mer Barry Docks. 

“I note that this 
announcement is for 
‘external restoration’ and 
wonder therefore what 
further monies will be 


necessary for internal 
restoration to make it 
attractive to the market.” 

Dilys Colbourne of 
Barry Citizens’ Action 
Group said she favoured 
the building being a her¬ 
itage centre. 

“It should be a multi¬ 
purpose venue with a 
heritage centre which 
details the local history 
including our maritime 
past, a gift shop which 
should showcase the 
work of local Welsh 
artists, a cafe and the 
opportunity to hire bicy¬ 
cles. 

“Its location, near to 
the heritage railway and 
Barry Island, would stim¬ 
ulate tourism. 

“We need an indoor 
attraction for visitors to 
go to when there is bad 
weather,” she added.

Awareness Week, run¬ 
ning this year from June 
7-13, explained: “The 
shocking reality is that 
50 per cent of people 
with glaucoma are cur¬ 
rently unaware of their 
condition. 

“In other words, 
potentially 250,000 peo¬ 
ple in Wales and 
England could easily be 
losing their sight at this 
moment because, in 
most cases, glaucoma 
has no symptoms in its 
early stages!” 

One staggering statis¬ 
tic is that over the next 
10 years, the number of 
people registered blind 
or partially-sighted 
because of glaucoma, 
will increase by about 
25 per cent. 

The spokesman 
pointed out: 


“Unfortunately, this fig¬ 
ure doesn’t take into 
account all the individu¬ 
als whose everyday life 
will also be affected by 
the condition but will 
not be registered.” 

National Glaucoma 
Awareness Week hopes 
to get two messages 
across - "we are all at 
risk’ and "detection is 
the key’. 

Some people are at 
increased risk, such as 
people over the age of 
40, those with a family 
history of the condition, 
or people suffering from 
short sight, or diabetes. 
People who are of 
African-Caribbean ori¬ 
gin could also be at 
increased risk. 

The spokesman said: 
“During the awareness 
week, our aim is to 


encourage everyone 
over the age of 40 to 
have a regular - once 
every two years - eye 
test that includes all 
three glaucoma tests:

Hot foot from Blaen Taff Fawr 


all the way up to Pen y Fan 


n what 
turned out 
to be the 
hottest weekend so 
far this year, Val 
was joined by five 
walkers for the 
journey up to Pont 
ar Daf in the 
Brecon Beacons, 
where the car park 
was already very 
full. 

Their aim was a slow 
amble up Pen y Fan. 

Two of the group had 
not climbed this moun¬ 
tain before. 

Setting off across the 
Blaen Taff Fawr River 
that helps to feed the 
Beacons reservoir, they 
began to climb up what 
is commonly known as 
the ‘tourist route’; pass¬ 
ing a plaque near the 
bottom that informs 
walkers the Brecon 
Beacons were given to 
the National Trust by the 
Eagle Star Insurance 
Company in 1965. 

The main track was 
aheady like the M4, 
with people wanting to 
get out and relax in the 
hot weather, have some 


exercise and enjoy the 
views. The National 
Trust work very hard in 
an attempt to combat the 
vast erosion from the 
thousands of feet that 
walk the mountain path¬ 
ways each year. 

Climbing gradually 
under hot sunshine the 
group ambled up the 
stony track, glad of the 
time to enjoy the 
panorama of the sur¬ 
rounding views. At the 
top, despite the heat, 
visibility was very clear 
and there was time to 
stop, point out and name 
the surrounding moun¬ 
tains for those who were 
new to the area. 

Then they scrambled 
up Corn Du, which at a 
height of 873-metres is 
the second highest peak 
in the Beacons and its 
flat, anvil-shaped top is 
marked by a stone cairn. 
Having enjoyed the 
views, it was time to 
cross the saddle and 
climb the short distance 
up onto Pen y Fan. 

Pen y Fan, meaning 
top peak or head of the 
place, standing at 886- 
metres (2,907-feet) 
above sea level is the 
highest peak in south 


Wales. The twin peaks 
of Pen y Fan and Corn 
Du were referred to as 
Cadair Arthur - or 
Arthur’s Chair and their 
outline against the sky¬ 
line gives the impression 
of a saddle. 

On the flat broad 
summit, there were 
dozens of people and 
also families with young 
children - proving you 
are never too young or 
old to enjoy a mountain. 

Reaching a check¬ 
point marked by a 
coloured sail, they found 
that money was being 
raised for the Help for 
Heroes charity, which 
gives help and support 
to wounded soldiers. 

Val offered to go 
around the people with a 
collection box for volun¬ 
tary donations and 
raised almost £30, 
which was most grate¬ 
fully received. 

Having reached the 
top, they took time for 
lunch before the descent 
during which they 
passed many weary 
entrants for the charity 
race that involved three 
climbs up the mountain¬ 
side, but in that heat it 
must have been exhaust¬ 


ing and they should be 
congratulated.

The sass and spark 
had gone, the film 
spending 150 minutes in 
the neuroses of the main 
characters and ending up 
being dull and unfunny 
where it should have 
been triumphant. 

Anyone expecting 
SATC2 to make up for 
the shortcomings of its 
forebear should be 
warned now, it most cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t; in fact, it 
is a film that, while 
lighter of touch, is per¬ 
haps even worse. 

The marathon, self- 
indulgent running time 
of 146 minutes does it 
no favours whatsoever - 
the film more padded 
out than the players on 
an American football 
field - while all those 
creatively involved obvi¬ 
ously spent far too long 
congratulating them¬ 
selves on the success of 
the first that they 
announced a second 
without giving any 
thought to the story. 

The end product ends 
up being a film that only 
hints at story depth, 
before forgetting about it 
in order to facilitate 
another crisis for one of 
the characters; mean¬ 
while the second half 
trip to Abu Dhabi feels 
like the fallback of that 
British sitcom staple of 
taking the characters 
abroad when it comes to 
making a film. 

It is a pointless diver¬ 
sion that is blatantly 
there to make the film 
last as long as possible, 
which given that 
Michael Patrick King, 
longtime producer of 
both TV show and film, 
was responsible for, 
makes it all the more 
shocking that he could¬ 
n’t create something a 
bit more substantial for 
the characters. 

It is also all too smug 
and bathed in stereo¬ 
types; kicking off with a 
gay marriage (and just in 
case you don’t realise 
it’s a gay marriage the 
words ‘gay marriage’ are 
used every other sen¬ 
tence). The service is 
hosted by Liza Minnelli, 
who then proceeds to 
talk her way through 
Beyonce’s Single Ladies 
- because, of course, 
that’s how every gay 
marriage goes. 

But a wide range of 
subjects; from males and 
females in New York, to 
the locals of Abu Dhabi, 
all are tarred with the 
same stereotypical 
brush, making it a film 
that, given how suppos¬ 


edly frothy it aims to be, 
is actually somewhat 
dumb in its pigeonholing 
of individuals. 

The cast are all at 
home reprising the char¬ 
acters, yet the same 
foibles that afflicted the 
first film are present and 
correct here. Try as she 
might, Sarah Jessica 
Parker cannot convince 
as a comedic actress, let 
alone a lead comedic 
actress, and is saddled 
with a character that 
only the most loyal fans 
of the franchise will 
love. 

Picking up where her 
neuroses left off, this 
time she is angry that 
she is being called by 
her married surname 
(well, why get married 
then?) and is distraught 
when her husband (Chris 
Noth, who should realise 
that simply tossing lines 
off with smugness may 
well be the way of 
SATC, but doesn’t trans¬ 
late well onscreen) buys 
her a top-of-the-range 
TV for their bedroom on 
their anniversary. 

“Some jewellery 
would have been nice,” 
she says with all the 
gratitude of a small 
child, and it just makes 
the character grate 
excessively, not good 
when she is the main 
figurehead of the group 
Parker’s performance 
simply fails to engage or 
get you onside. 

The rest of the cast 
fare slightly better, 

Nixon again bringing a 
likeability to the role of 
Miranda while being 
given a story strand that 
seems to conclude itself 
within the first 45 min¬ 
utes. Kristin Davies, 
despite being given a 
story that makes her 
nearly as annoying as 
Carrie (two children and 
a nanny, however will 
she cope?!), turns it 
around to offer a turn 
that sits well with more 
than a few witty one lin¬ 
ers. 

However it is Kim 
Cattrall who really 
stands out here, the char¬ 
acter of Samantha gifted 
the best lines and 
CattralTs performance is 
note perfect. 

Whether it is being 
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excessively prone to hot 
flushes or offending the 
beliefs of those who live 
in Abu Dhabi with her 
casual attitudes, Cattrall 
is the antidote to 
Parker’s poor effort, 
livening up proceedings 
no end. 

Had the film revolved 
around Samantha and 
not Carrie, it is likely 
that Sex and the City 2 
wouldn’t be the slow, 
unfunny mess it is; while 
much more cinematic 
than the first outing it is 
still lacking in the smarts 
the TV show had. 

Once again, it will 
doubtless furnish the stu¬ 
dio pockets with plenty 
of silver while giving 
way to the more-pre- 
dictable-than-England- 
losing-on-penalties 
threequel - but there is 
nothing here that makes 
for a film that has much 
in the way of redeeming 
features, making SATC2 
a pointless exercise in 
moneymaking. 

VERDICT-A dull, 
worthless film that exists 
purely to appease fans 
who haven’t had their 
fill of these characters. 
Sex and the City 2 is 
saved from total 
ignominy by Kim 
CattralTs game turn, and 
Cynthia Nixon and 
Kristin Davies’ pleasant 
support. 

But the overriding 
stench of fashionista 
smugness and its stereo¬ 
typical portrayal of vari¬ 
ous sectors of society, 
mean this is a film that 
lacks in charm what it 
attempts to make up for 
in style. One to avoid.

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Rent demand 
outstrips 
the supply 


Who wants to build what and where? 


A LACK of supply 
is pushing rents 
higher, signalling a 
revival in the Welsh 
lettings market, 
according to the lat¬ 
est RICS Lettings 
Survey. 

A spokeswoman 
reports: “Rental prices 
have risen significantly 
in the first quarter of 
2010. 22 percent more 
chartered surveyors 
reported a rise rather than 
a fall in rental prices 
compared to just one per 
cent more who reported a 
fall rather than a rise in 
the previous quarter. 

“Surveyors are opti¬ 
mistic that rents will con¬ 
tinue to rise with the 
rental expectations net 
balance climbing from 
30 to 41 per cent - the 
highest figure recorded 
in the survey’s history. 

“The more positive 
picture for rents can be 
attributed, in part, to the 
continued decline in the 
supply of both flats and 
houses in the Welsh mar¬ 
ketplace: 29 per cent 
more chartered surveyors 
reported a fall rather than 
a rise in the number of 
new landlord instructions 
for this period. 

“The upturn in the 
housing market has 
tempted many of the 
accidental landlords, who 
let their property when 
the market was down, to 
sell up with new instruc¬ 


tions for sale on estate 
agents books now rising. 
However, one conse¬ 
quence of the turnaround 
in the rental trend is that 
the net balance of sur¬ 
veyors in Wales reporting 
an increase in gross 
yields has turned positive 
for the first time in a 
year. 

“Significantly, 
demand for property to 
let remains strong in 
Wales, with 25 per cent 
more respondents still 
seeing it rise than fall, the 
strongest reading since 
January 2009. Houses 
remain significantly 
more popular than flats, 
but flats are starting re¬ 
establish their appeal. 

RICS Wales acting 
director, Christina Hirst, 
commented: “With sell¬ 
ers back in the housing 
market, supply has fallen 
back in the lettings sec¬ 
tor. This is good news for 
landlords, as rents are set 
to move higher in the 
coming months and yield 
returns are likely to 
improve. Moreover, the 
news that buy to let spe¬ 
cialists are beginning to 
lend again may also 
encourage investors to 
return to the market. 

“However, the 

prospect of higher capital 
gains tax on the sale of 
property may, in the near 
term, encourage some 
existing landlords to take 
advantage of the current 
more benign tax regime.”

However, Norman thought that his 
mount, which is trained by Aberthin’s 
Abbi Vaughan, had won and rode 
straight into the place reserved for the 
winner. 

Fully Loaded, who is by the stal¬ 
lion Needle Gun which is standing at 
David Brace’s Bridgend stud, is quali¬ 
fied with the Devon and Somerset 
Staghounds and the 10-year-old bay 
gelding was recording his ninth win of 
the season. 

The Evan Williams Racing four, 
five, six and seven-year-olds Open 
Maiden Race went to Beth Roberts’s 
Copper Carroll who, under the new 
amateur ladies jump jockey champion 
rider Isabel Tompsett, won by two 
lengths from Tachbury (Nathan 
Deakin) after taking the lead four 
fences from the finish. 

Copper Carroll, a six-year-old bay 
mare, “is the most expensive horse I 
have ever bought” joked her 
owner/trainer who paid little more 
than a £1,000 for her in Ireland a cou¬ 
ple of years ago. 

The Tim Vaughan Racing Mixed 
Open went to Dewi Lewis’s nine- 
year-old bay gelding Balearic Star, 
who drew away from the pacemaking 
Classic Chance (Nick Williams) at the 
second last fence to win by 10 
lengths, with Galtee View (Joseph 
Williams) winner of the Welsh Point- 
To-Point Grand National over the 
course earlier this season, a further 12 
lengths away in third place. 

Balearic Star, who went off the 5-4 


favourite, was ridden by John 
Mathias, agedl9, who is making a 
bold bid for the national riders’ cham¬ 
pionship. 

The Country Eresh Eggs Restricted 
race resulted in a 20 lengths win for 
Paul Goldsworthy’s six-year-old ches- 
nut gelding Hocinail who, well ridden 
by Nathan Deakin, made all the run¬ 
ning - just like he did when losing his 
maiden tag over the course at the ear¬ 
lier Pentych- to beat Diddle’Em (John 
Llewellyn). 

Backers of the odds-on Pathian 
Prince (John Mathias) never had a run 
for their money as the seven-year-old 
bay gelding fell at the third fence. 

Freedom Of Choice, a 25-1 chance, 
was a shock winner of The Welsh 
Game Eair eight-year-olds and over 
Open Maiden race. 

Owned and trained by local farmer 
Mike David, of St Mary Hill, this son 
of Beneficial jumped the last along¬ 
side the favourite Kyrano (Liam 
Payter) and went on to win by a 
length with Sodbuster a further 25 
lengths away in third place. 

Freedom Of Choice, who cost just 
£850 at the Ascot Sales a couple of 
years ago, was ridden by John 
England, brother of National Hunt 
jockey David England, and according 
to his owner/ trainer, who was sad¬ 
dling his first winner in years, is so 
gentle at home that “a kid could ride 
him”. 

John England, who rides out for 
Llancarfan trainer Evan Williams, was 
chalking up his fourth winner 
between-the-flags. 

Llantrisant saddler Keith Pritchard 
was a little surprised when his eight- 
year-old Chandlers Cross (Paul 
Tolman) ran out a six lengths winner 
of The Llantwit Major AutoCentre 
Intermediate race from Definite 
Approach (D Turner). 

This eight-year-old chesnut geld¬ 
ing, trained by Paul Davies at 
Bromyard, had disappointed his 
owner when finishing out of the first 
three in the Dunraven Hunter Chase at 
Chepstow. However, on this occasion 
the gelding showed a bit more sparkle 
and, taking up the running three 
fences from home, the son of 
Rakaposhi King won easily enough. 

Paul Tolman, who rides work for 
West Wales’s Rebecca Curtis, was rid¬ 
ing his seventh winner between-the 
flags this season and he has also rid¬ 
den four winners under rules.

PUPILS AT LECKWITH ATHLETICS EVENT

AFTER dry afternoons for the Senior 
Cup and Championships, the middle 
pupils in years 10 and 11 had, for the 
second successive year, to contend with 
damp conditions for their Cardiff & the 
Vale Schools championships at 
Leckwith. 

It was the hurdlers and high jumpers 
who suffered the most with the application 
of the safety rule of only pupils wearing 
spikes being allowed to compete. The girl 
javelin throwers also had to suffer, with 
only standing throws permitted. 

Last year, 14 Vale pupils claimed titles, 
and, of that number, four won again this 
year, though not necessarily in the same 
event. 

In that quartet were Scott Hewins 
(Llantwit), who retained his javelin title, 
Bethan Daw (St Cyres), who again outran 
the rest of the field in the 1,500 metres, 
and Lia Thomas (Bro Morgannwg), who 
claimed the triple jump win for the second 
year. The fourth member of the group was 
Eloise Laity (Westbourne). Eloise was the 
winner of the 800 metres at the under-15 
championships in 2008, and claimed the 
middle title in that event last year. 

At these championships, she was beat¬ 
en over that distance by a record equalling 
run from Radyr year-11 Lucy Harvey but 
she should not be downhearted as, earlier 
in the programme, she had claimed a win 
in the 200 metres. 

A further eight Vale pupils claimed 
wins at this fixture, with victory possibly 
leading to selection to represent Cardiff & 
the Vale of Glamorgan district at the Aviva 
Welsh Schools’ National championships, 
which are to be held at Brecon on 
Saturday, July 3. 

In the shot, St Cyres year-11 Ben 
Harding produced a top put of 13.70 
metres to see off the challenge of his old 
rival Michael Daniels (Llantwit) and the 
young pretenders in year-10, while, in a 
low key triple jump contest, Kieron Laity 
gained victory for Bro Morgannwg. 

On the track, Bryn Hafren year-11 Ellie 
Carter was in a class of her own over 300 
metres while, despite the Cathedral 
School deciding not to take part in any 
Cardiff & the Vale Schools track and field 
competitions this summer, it was good to 
see Caitlin Bryant competing over 3,000 
metres and taking the win. 

In the boys’ events, Barry 
Comprehensive year-10 Callam Barrie 
made it a Vale double with a win in the 
boys’ 3 km. 

There are two team competitions at 
these championships, with the top 16 ath¬ 
letes in each event scoring points for their 
school, from 17 for a win down to one 
point for 16th place. 

With that in mind, staff from Bro 
Morgannwg and Llantwit will have been 
delighted at the wins from their girls in the 
shot, discus and javelin. Year-11 Jessica 
Richards (Llantwit) took the shot title 
while Bro Morgannwg duo Lisa Williams 
and Leanne Kelland won the discus and 
hammer respectively. 

While the focus has been on Vale win¬ 
ners, mention must also be made of Bro 
Morgannwg year-11 James Glaves. The 


Bonvilston resident missed out on a title 
but finished fourth in the sprint hurdles 
final, third overall in the 400 metres hur¬ 
dles time-trials and equal second in the 
high jump to gain a total of 41.5 points for 
his school. 

After a number of years of success in 
this age group, the staff and pupils from 
Bro Morgannwg missed out on the two 
top spots, losing out to Cardiff High in the 
boys’ section and to Whitchurch in the 
girls. 

Thankfully, with good staff organisa¬ 
tion and willing pupil support, the Barry- 
based school were back at the top this year 
racking up 357 points in the boys’ compe¬ 
tition to defeat Cardiff High by four 
points, and sharing the girls’ trophy with 
Whitchurch on a score 223.5 points. 

The individual and team winners will 
receive their awards and trophies at the 
Cardiff & the Vale of Glamorgan Schools’ 
Track and Eield presentation evening at 
Cardiff High School on Tuesday, 
September 7, starting at 7 pm. This is the 
day after school re-starts for the autumn 
term in the Vale. 

The standard of organisation at these 
school fixtures is of high quality, but it 
could not be achieved without the help of 
a number of experienced officials and vol¬ 
unteers from outside the teaching profes¬ 
sion. 

The association would like to record its 
thanks to Vale-based Messrs El ward, 
Matthews, Nicholson and Dixon. 

John Elward and Keith Matthews are 
the top two starters in Wales, while Ted 
Nicholson provides vital first aid cover. 
All three are based in Barry.

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Flickers of light in 
the gloom of the 
stats give Wales 
cause for hope... 




BACK PAGE COMMENT by Don John 


ON Saturday, December 
1,1906, at the height of 
the first Welsh ‘golden 
age’, a legendary team 
containing the likes of 
Percy Bush, Gwyn 
Nicholls and Dicky Owen, 
faced South Africa for the 
first time in front of 
40,000 spectators at St 
Helen’s, Swansea. 

Only the year previously, 
there had been that epic 3-0 
win in Cardiff over an all- 
conquering New Zealand 
touring side and confidence 
was no doubt high that star- 
studded Wales was about to 
claim another big interna¬ 
tional rugby scalp. 

However, on this occasion 
the men in red failed to 
score a point as the tourists 
{henceforth to become 
known as the Springboks, on 
this their first overseas tour) 
ran in three tries for a com¬ 
fortable 11-0 victory. 

That historic game, the 
first of just 23 encounters 
over 113 years, set the tem¬ 
plate for almost unbroken 
Springbok dominance ever 
since. 

The pattern was only 
briefly broken at the start 
of the second ‘golden age’ 
on January 24,1970, when 
Wales held the tourists to a 
6-6 draw at the National 
Stadium, with another bur¬ 
geoning side of rugby 
immortals, including a 
young JPR Williams, Barry 
John and Gareth Edwards. 

Both teams scored a try 
and a penalty - all of the 
home points coming from 
Edwards (his only success¬ 
ful penalty kick in a glitter¬ 
ing career, though it may be 
forgotten now that the leg¬ 
endary scrum half also had 




two conversions and three 
drop goals after his name!) 

Normal service was 
resumed 24 years later, on 
November 26,1994, when 
Wales went down 12-24. 
While it is true to say that 
the early fixtures between 
the two nations had been 
generally close-run affairs, 
at least on the scoreboard, 
the gap between the two 
widened after South Africa 
returned to the world rugby 
fold from years of exclusion 
during the apartheid era. 

In 1995, the margin was 
40-11 - but who can forget 
that humiliating day on 
June 27,1998, at Loftus 
Versfeld, when a makeshift 
Welsh team were over-run 
96-13, and only a final 
knock-on prevented the 
Springboks from scoring a 
16th try to notch the full 
century? 

This however, was partly 
avenged just 12 months 
later, on June 26,1999, at 
the half-completed new 
Millennium Stadium, when 
an inspired Wales abruptly 
ended a run of 10 successive 
Springbok victories to 
record a first (and only) 29- 
19 win over the tourists. 

Alas, the inconsistency 
that has long haunted 
Welsh performances struck 
again in the two recent 
Grand Slam years: in 2005, 
Wales lost 16-33; in 2008, 
they twice slumped away - 
by 43-17 and 37-21. 

Later that year, they 
again lost 15-20 in Cardiff, 
though many claimed it was 
a game they arguably 
should have won. 

So, while history’s statis¬ 
tics may suggest the omens 
are not good, as Wales 
again prepare to lock horns 


with the world champions 
at the Millennium Stadium 
on Saturday, that last per¬ 
formance and the 1999 
result alone should act as a 
powerful motivating spur to 
Warren Gatland’s 2010 
charges. 

After all, history is there 
to be created, not brooded 
over - and there is a new¬ 
found mental resilience and 
physical muscularity, allied 
to natural skill in the Welsh 
game (as evidenced by the 
resurgent Blues and 
Ospreys’ trophy triumphs) 
that should surely fire the 
current players’ belief in 
their ability to compete with 
the world’s best. 

That is the underlying 
message coach Gatland will 
be aiming to reinforce as 
part of Wales’ build-up to 
next year’s Rugby World 
Cup. 

Where better to start 
than with only a second win 
over a drastically-changed 
South African team this 
Saturday afternoon, fol¬ 
lowed (hopefully) by a 
morale-building, two-test 
tour of New Zealand? 

Once again, Welsh confi¬ 
dence is high - but on this 
occasion it could well prove 
not to be misplaced.
